every camper is tested to find w^hich level each child has 
reached as a sw^immer at the beginning of each session. 
Campers vA\o w^ish to participate in the sailing program 
must also pass a battery of swimming and safety tests 
before they board a sailing vessel. 

In staying w^ith his theme of keeping his campers 
safe and happy, Mr. Robideau noted that the camp has a 
very w^ell-trained and loyal staff. 'Tach summer w^e have 
about a 60 percent retention among our councilors/' he 
said, adding "If you have a camp that has only a 10 or 20 
percent rate you know^ that that camp has problems and 
probably should be avoided.'' 

All activities at the camp are closely monitored 
and the YMCA also offers bus transportation to and 
from the facility each day. "We have five rules for our 
councilors," Mr. Robideau told a group of parents. "You 
know^ everyone's name the first day, everyone eats lunch 
and then you eat lunch, no dehydration, no sunburn and 
everyone goes home on the right bus." Staffers must meet 
these five simple rules each and every day of camp. "I 
don't care how much of a fun day a camper has had," 
explained Mr. Robideau, "if one of those five rules is 
broken, any parent is going to be upset and we don't want 
that." 

The first session of Camp Massasoit begins on 
June 25 with the final session of summer starting on Au- 
gust 20. Registration is now underway at the Mattapoisett 
YMCA.

Under Discussion Items, Selectman Andrews not- 
ed with the recent excessive rainfall there have been some 
issues raised over controlling the height of the water at 
the Mattapoisett River Dam, which is currently controlled 
by the Town of Fairhaven.

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
LaCamera provided an update on the budget for Fiscal 
Year 2008. "Based on the latest House and Senate num- 
bers, our net state aid is going down by about $37,000," 
Mr. LaCamera said. "So that's the difference in this par- 
ticular (version) of the budget." 

He also noted that based upon the revisions 
they've made to the budget, he is recommending two 
adjustments for the board's approval. First, since the Old 
Rochester Regional School District received an $81,000 
increase in state aid and the local school aid went down, 
they are hoping to recoup some of those monies. "We're 
going to be asking the ORR School District Committee 
to reduce their budget by $28,000 which is not really a 
reduction, it's really the same amount that we agreed to 
previously, because they're getting an increase in state 
aid," Mr. LaCamera said. 

Likewise, Mr. LaCamera said a similar adjust- 
ment applies to Old Colony Regional Vocational Techni- 
cal High School. "They're also getting an increase in aid.

of last Friday on a temporary basis in the aftermath of 
a recent fire with the permission of the Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP). ''So that's good news 
for everyone involved," he said.

To the Editor: 

Several weeks back, our local print media carried a let- 
ter, signed by Dr. Richard Kemp and most if not all of the other 
members of the Marion Finance Committee (FinCom), endors- 
ing and justifying the appointment of a Treasurer/ Collector in 
Marion, a position which had heretofore been an elected one. 

A spurious notion, implied but not advanced directly 
in the letter, was that election to fill that position could result in 
the choice of an individual not competent or qualified to per- 
form the duties of the job. 

That potential problem is best addressed, whether for 
the public who elects or for the body that appoints, by having a 
search or Personnel Committee set down the skills and qualifica- 
tions required for the position, alongside the skills and qualifica- 
tions of the contenders for that position. The unstated worry of 
the FinCom' s argument is that the voting public would, for a 
variety of reasons, do a poorer job of utilizing the information 
effectively and without bias than would an appointing body. 

The question of election or appointment now appears 
moot, save for any last minute write-in effort for election, be-

They are charged with judging and 
recommending (to the Selectmen, incidentally, not to the public 
per Marion's by-laws) on matters of financial consequence to the 
town. This recommendation by that body, rather than given a 
personal opinion, seems beyond their purview. 

Members of the FinCom in Marion, if you did not 
know, are appointed not elected, by a three-person committee 
consisting of the then occupants of the following town positions: 
the Town Moderator, the Chairman of the School Committee, 
and the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen.

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Bad Boys, Too

Hot Fuzz. Starring Simon Pegg and Nick Frost. Directed by Ed- 
gar Wright. Running time: 121 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Offhand, I can think of only two movies that contain funny gunfights: 
PrizzVs Honor and Married to the Mob. There may be a few others, but 
in general, the mechanics and rhythm of a shoot-out tend to kill comedy 
(the same goes for car chases). The movie stops dead, the jokes stop 
dead, as stunt coordinators and weapons coordinators and all the other 
technical coordinators take control. This, of course, may only reflect my 
impatience with shoot-out scenes, and with the action genre of which they 
are an integral part. It may also explain why Hot Fuzz, which has been 
delighting movie geeks from sea to shining sea, didn't do much for me. 

Edgar Wright (writer-director) and Simon Pegg (writer- actor), whose 
cult began with the BBC series Spaced and crossed the pond with the 2004 
zombie comedy Shaun of the Dead, are bright and affectionate aficionados 
of pop-culture — much like their American cousins Quentin Tarantino 
and Robert Rodriguez, whose Grindhouse features a/awx trailer devised 
by Wright and Pegg. Shaun of the Dead was a lovely human comedy, 
planting mundane people in the midst of apocalyptic disaster and observ- 
ing their reactions. Hot Fuzz, Wright and Pegg's follow-up, is modelled 
partly on British mysteries (the original Wicker Man is a large influence) 
and partly on brain-damaged American cop movies of the '80s and '90s. 
It's rooted not in humanity but in genre cliches, to the point of having a 
main character be a rabid fan of the same films Hot Fuzz is tweaking. 

Pegg, clean-shaven and rigid here, is mega-efficient London cop 
Nicholas Angel, transferred to the sedate village of Sandford when his 
virtuosity threatens to make the rest of the force look bad by comparison. 
Nicholas pairs up with lackadaisical partner Danny Butterman (Nick 
Frost), whose dad (Jim Broadbent) is the chief of police. Nobody takes 
Nicholas' /wJge DreJJ rectitude seriously except Danny, who thinks city 
cop work is just like Bad Boys II, with balletic gunfights carried out in 
mid-air. Soon, people start dying in the village, and though the deaths 
are passed off as "accidents," Nicholas suspects otherwise. The plot is 
rather better structured than the movies being satirized, which makes me 
feel that Wright/Pegg, like Tarantino/Rodriguez, should come up with 
something original and eschew homage. 




Hot Fuzz is loaded with prestigious British actors (including an 
Oscar winner hiding behind a forensic mask), few of whom get to do 
much — Bill Nighy, for instance, is hauled on at the beginning and end 
for no apparent reason other than his previous (and funnier) appearance 
in Shaun. The movie belongs to Nick Frost, the cheerfully profane waster 
Ed in Shaun, and possibly the secret weapon in all his collaborations 
with Wright and Pegg. Round and childlike. Frost in these movies is 
like a wide-eyed baby given shiny toys — usually toys that go bang. It's 
no accident that his scenes of slapstick are being used to sell the movie 
moreso than Simon Pegg, who smiles perhaps twice in the whole film; 
I know he's playing the archetypal stickler hard-ass, but except for his 
inflection when he waves away an offer of morning cake — "No, thank 
you'' — he can't bring out much wit in it. 

Almost the entire last third falls into loud chaos, as incoherently 
staged and edited as any Michael Bay seizure-inducing climax, and we've 
barely gotten to know any of the characters involved except Nicholas and 
Danny. It's just a shooting gallery that fails to transcend its inspirations. 
Wright, Pegg and Frost are charmingly eloquent fans, and I've no doubt 
they're a blast to hang out with and talk movies. Like their American 
cousins, they're film geeks promoted to filmmakers for film geeks. But 
past a certain point, one requires more from smart and enthusiastic fans 
than a reiteration of their fanhood. Movies about movie-love are like 
mirrors facing each other, and after this and Grindhouse I'd like to smash 
the mirrors and see a film, any film, that reflects life lived outside movie 
theaters and away from DVD players.

After graduating from Old Rochester Regional High 
School in 2004, Mattapoisett native Sarah DeMatos took 
the idea of "getting out and seeing the world" quite literally 
when she embarked on a volunteer mission effort to Swa- 
ziland, Africa in August of 2006. During that eye-opening 
trip, Ms. DeMatos spent two weeks in Bulembu, Swaziland 
volunteering at an abandoned baby haven called the ABC 
(Abandoned Babies for Christ) Orphanage.

$1,000 for ABC which she hand-delivered to the orphanage 
during her last trip. That donation alone allowed ABC to take 
in four more babies under their care. 
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Energized by what she's managed to accomplish, Ms. 
DeMatos is now working on organizing a benefit concert 
series called "One Nation Under Love: ROCK 4 AFRICA," 
which will be held this summer in the tri-town area and 
feature talent like R&B soul singer Joy and other guest per- 
formers. The money raised from this concert venture will be 
used to benefit both the ABC Orphanage and also fund Ms. 
DeMatos' next volunteer trip scheduled for July 31 through 
August 31, 2007. 

"This trip is going to include a musical outreach program 
started by my father and I," Ms. DeMatos said. "We are 
collecting donated instruments to take with us to teach the 
children the language of music, so they can use its healing 
powers to help each other in a nation (expected) to be extinct 
by 2040 by the United Nations." 

Ms. DeMatos also just received an esteemed scholarship 
from Berklee 's Music Business Department due to her work 
in Swaziland. 

"It was such an incredible surprise," she said. "The In- 
ouye Family Endowed Scholarship is the largest scholarship 
to ever be given by a department in Berklee history."
